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1, In early October there were about 12,000 troops belonging to the 118, 119, and 
320 Divisions of the 40 4rmy in the outskirts of Canton. This army had suffercd 
reavy casualties in Korea. By the end of November the three divisions had 
keen transferred to Kwangsi, near the Indochina border. This army took part 
in conquering Hainan Island in Avril 1950. 


Zo In late November about 3,000 infantrymen, unit unidentified, reached Canton 
from the north by train and were billeted in Sha Ho on the northeastern out= 
ekirts of the city. They appeared ragged and poorly equipped,
